Results Pictorial Tests and ‘Personal 
Interviews 


Many vocabulary difficulties and nu- 
merous erroneous concepts were disclosed 
through the pictorial tests and personal 
interviews. For example, one the 
selections forestry concept which 
gave difficulty was found the words 
“well cut the sentence, 
one-half what remains was well cut 
There were two general meanings 
derived from these words.

Tabulations were made determine 
the levels ability which the vocabu- 
lary difficulties and erroneous responses 
occurred. was found that large ma- 
jority the vocabulary difficulties were 
among the children at, and below, the 
fiftieth percentile. Erroneous responses 
were also centered among pupils lower 
abilities. The average number er- 
roneous responses per pupil for those 
below the fiftieth percentile was almost 
twice great was for pupils above 
the fiftieth percentile. 


Summary Findings 


The following findings were revealed 
through the study: 

(1) Taken their entirety, there were 
statistically significant differences be- 
tween comprehension selections read 
the original form and those read with 
reduced vocabularies. 

(2) Significant and meaningful dif- 
ferences were found few single test 
items which indicated wherein number 
vocabulary changes either facilitated 
hindered pupils’ comprehension ma- 
terial read. 

(3) Inso far results few single 
test items disclosed, there were more sig- 
nificant differences found favor the 
Ogden simplification than the Thorn- 
dike. the test whole, there were 
significant differences favor 
either. However, the differences that did 
exist were greater favor the Ogden 
vocabulary, but not being significant, they 
were doubt due chance. 

(4) The Ogden vocabulary, with its 
limited scope and its extreme limitations

The literary content 
composed mostly stories original with 
the authors, but patterned theme after 
the old classics. (7) First readers, like 
primers, show spread types content 
included. 

This study raises the following disturb- 
ing questions the minds the writers. 

the pre-reading years, tell our 
little folks the delightful old tales which 
have lived through the ages. Our lovely 
picture stories, which publishers are mak- 
ing more beautiful each day, are intro- 
duced during these years. attempt 
give these little folks appreciation for 
the continuity plot with its action, 
climax, and humor; love for the 
“mood and appreciation for 
all these factors which make reading 
vital, interesting, and entrancing. What 
happening these necessary qualities 
appreciation during the first school year 
when the child begins read? They are 
not gained from the books reads. 
Can trust that the busy first grade 
teacher will find time tell abundance 
the type story which stimulates the 
imagination? 

One glimpse first grade program 
convinces one the great amount time 
given over reading informative ma- 
terial. The child reads factual material 
during his reading hour; reads his 
chart stories the science class and again 
the social studies period—Information! 
Information! Information! 

This type reading the reading 
hour, the science and the social studies 


periods warranted, but what time left 
for the teacher take children away 
from the realities life bask with 
them the joy rhythmic patterns 
stories which fire their imagination and 
create love for colorful words and ex- 
pressions? not probable that the daily 
program can provide sufficiently for these 
listening experiences. 

satisfying even maximum pro- 
gram story telling may be, not re- 
grettable that when the child first begins 
read there are few stories liter- 
ary nature his reading level? Should 
not pre-primers and primers assume their 
share responsibility providing stories 
appealing expression that they can 
read with joy this beginning stage 
reading? 

Since school libraries are rarity and 
public libraries not cater effectively 
not true that great majority children 
this country read only the one, two, 
three more books provided the 
school? Does this not doubly emphasize 
the need for school readers, planned 
that they will contribute imaginative 
material well informative mate- 
rial? 

not true that children enjoy read- 
ing stories with simple plot introducing 
element suspense? How eagerly the 
children follow the wee wee woman 
she looks under the wee wee bed, under 
the wee wee chair, and until she 
finds Boo! 

also does story make its appeal 
through the use unique phrasing and 
expression. How much more 
musical the ear the phrase “Off ran 
Little Red Riding Hood,” than “Little 
Red Riding Hood ran off.” How infatu- 
ated children become with strongly ac- 
cented rhythmic patterns the 
the Three Billy Goats Gruff 
over the bridge!

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Experimenting With Flexible 
Reading

DOES happen that have 
such difficulty finding high 
school and college students who 
can read intelligently? These young 
people have good minds, they receive 
good marks, yet they are little im- 
pressed the meaning and significance 
the words they read, that frequently 
the thought passage completely 
This was the comment made 
woman whose impaired eyesight 
forces her hire people read her. 
There may several good answers 
this question, but seems rather clear 
that the struggling attempts hundreds 
college students get meaning from 
the printed page give elementary school 
teachers something think about. be- 
lieve can more than are doing 
present meet this criticism the 
reading situation. 

The experimentation described this 
article represents attempt set 
plan which will make possible for each 
case reading maladjustment our ele- 
mentary school have the best diagnosis 
and treatment that can provide. 
are quite willing change our instruc- 
and administrative procedures 
attain this result. There nothing very 
new unusual our project, nor 
controlled piece research. are mere- 
mobilizing all the forces our com- 
mand make reading for each child 
effective means thinking and experi- 
encing.

Since began our project only the 
fall this year, cannot predict its 
ultimate success this time, but are 
encouraged the results thus far 
shown that feel justified continuing 
the work. began the experiment the 
first grade; far kindergarten and 
grades one through four are involved. 
see reason for stopping the fourth 
grade, but have not happened yet 
use fifth and sixth grade children 
the new scheme. 

Several considerations induced 
something more drastic about our read- 
ing situation. Most crucial all was the 
need prevent the many first grade fail- 
ures reading. follow the usual 
custom taking into our first grade chil- 
dren who may young five and one 
half years chronologically, but pro- 
mote them second grade solely 
achievement basis. The result that the 
first grade teacher faces complex situa- 
tion. Furthermore, receive yearly 
goodly number transfers our school. 
Although they may come with passing 
better marks reading, often they have 
not learned use reading tool for 
thinking. These pupils, together with cer- 
tain other retarded pupils who have been 
with for longer time, make too large 
number remedial problems each year 
each grade. difficult for the teach- 
ers find the time necessary all the 
special coaching required. 
fair consider these backward readers 
the light hospital cases for years 
time; seemed that something more 
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wholesome and developmental could 
devised. 

began our new program after the 
first six weeks school had elapsed, al- 
lowing the children ample time for ad- 
justment school after summer vacation. 
not consider the experimental 
features our program those usual mea- 
sures which use every grade keep 
children working optimum efficiency; 
individual work and differentiated assign- 
ments will always part teaching 
any good school. What concerned par- 
ticularly were the cases children whose 
reading abilities lagged one and two 
grades behind their ability understand 
concepts. These children were forming 
the habit gaining their information 
listening others during discussions, in- 
stead perfecting their reading skills. 
Some these poor readers had obviously 
not had good foundation the begin- 
ning reading. They seemed most con- 
cerned about their disability and seemed 
feel they were missing out many de- 
lightful experiences with books. 

After listing the children who were 
seriously below standard the first four 
grades, careful diagnosis was made 
each case. The diagnosis included care- 
ful check health, especially hearing 
and vision; his home situation, particu- 
larly the attitude the family toward 
reading general and toward the de- 
ficiency problem the child; observa- 
tion the child the total school situ- 
ation, his social, emotional, and intel- 
lectual responses; his achievement 
several reading tests, both silent and oral; 
first grade reading readiness judged 
good reading readiness tests; his 
intelligence both tests and shown 
practical situations; his play and 
leisure time interests; and finally his 
attitude toward his own reading problem 
shown friendly interviews during 
which the test results were frankly 
talked over. 
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After careful consultation the part 
the teachers and principal, each child 
this group was recommended what- 
ever group and grade the whole diagnosis 
indicated could best succeed in, and 
was placed that group for the reading 
skills period only. call these children 
visiting readers. Usually retarded readers 
were placed the grade below, but 
few cases the tests clearly indicated that 
certain fourth graders would profit greatly 
second grade reading. These children 
are improving rapidly, partly because they 
are reading the easy third grade material 
which the best second grade group 
using, and partly because they are going 
quite far back the matter word- 
analysis. Then, too, these cases will en- 
joy easy success for while, and their 
early promotion third grade group 
soon certain. 

child was changed lower grade 
unless fully understood the need and 
advantages. All the children far have 
seemed willing and happy receive this 
special consideration. They understand 
they are changing for the reading skills 
work only. The periods for this work 
have been placed the same time each 
day each grade, making the transfer 
from room room simple. The children 
also understand that the move need not 
permanent, that there chance 
move whenever achievement levels 
the next higher group have been reached. 
Children enjoy this and ask tested 
see they have improved. two cases 
where the pupils were weak all their 
work, they stayed the lower grade after 
they had found they really were more 
home there. One little boy said felt 
much better the lower grade where 
could keep up. himself suggested 
there for all his work. even 
offered try convince his mother that 
this was best. 

Our plan includes also provision for 
the superior readers, whose reading 
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ability may year, two, three 
beyond their grade level. These are al- 
lowed read with grades above them, 
but are emphasizing the fact that 
child will allowed grade 
merely because his reading skills are 
superior. believe that the experi- 
ential content for grade and the social 
living with children his own maturity 
are valuable development, then can- 
not afford have child miss these ex- 
periences science, social studies, and 
appreciation materials. needs 
think through these understandings 
well sharpen his learning tools. 
order offer challenge these superior 
minds, should able differentiate 
the quality work demanded, rather than 
add more work quantitative basis. 

other grade, the new teacher studies all 
the data collected for the child and sets 
program meet his individual 
needs. may necessary change his 
home regime, buy pair glasses, 
offer special practice some single skill 
such the blending sounds word- 
attack. some cases children have not 
yet sensed that reading thought- 
getting process. These must re-oriented 
the function reading life. 

Care providing the right reading 
materials paramount importance, 
particularly when over-ageness the 
picture. variety interesting books 
all sorts vital informational subjects 
required meet the needs the differing 
interests and reading levels. The picture 
constantly changes and must have ade- 
quate materials ready use. 

will apparent the reader that the 
psychological aspects our program are 
crucial importance its success. There 
must excellent teamwork and fine spirit 
among the teachers themselves. The cases 
are talked over problems, and 
teacher refuses interest herself 
pupils that fall her lot help. Each 
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teacher rejoices the improvement made 
anywhere, any child. 

The parents have co-operated wonder- 
fully well. They are called for confer- 
ences, which time the test results are 
open for their inspection. Gradually they 
are realizing that with the best possible 
instruction and even with high ability 
the part the child, will take some 
children seven years finish kindergarten 
and the first six grades; will take others 
eight years cover that ground; will 
take few others long nine years. 
The terms “repeater” and “failure” 
try not use; think more terms 
continuous progress the best rate 
learning which the child capable. 
addition individual conferences with 
parents, intend have some group 
meetings, and also give certain 
parents carefully selected readings which 
explain our point view expressed 
well-known experts the field. 

The children have adapted themselves 
the experiment whole-hearted fash- 
ion. The treatment the child per- 
son first importance. must respect 
himself every point, matter which 
group reads. The younger children 
with whom retarded child reads must 
prepared welcome the visitor. 
fact the younger children seem feel 
honored the presence the older chil- 
dren. cases where have accelerated 
superior readers, these bright young 
minds have had salutary effect upon the 
children the slower group the next 
grade. Usually these superior readers are 
sobered the real challenge they receive, 
should there any tendency 

Although too early make 
thorough evaluation our plan, particu- 
larly actual reading gains made the 
visiting readers, still certain statements 
may safely made. First, very welcome 
benefits the plan are felt the first 
grade. Here have combination 
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children who have had the training given 
excellent kindergarten and children 
who have never been school and who, 
many cases, come from poor home 
situation. When has been ascertained 
that first grade age child cannot suc- 
ceed, turned over the kinder- 
gartner special case. Usually has 
regular kindergarten work the morning 
and specialized individual program 
the afternoon. that time given 
whatever training reading readiness 
seems necessary from the diagnosis made. 
Naturally, the kindergartner must free 
the afternoon she this im- 
portant work. well prepared, she can 
make real contribution this reading 
readiness work. 

Thus would name the first good 
result our plan, the relief afforded the 
first grade teacher. She has turned her 
poorest and her best over other teachers 
for reading, and will therefore able 
devote all her time those who have 
real hope learning read. Children 
are saved the hopelessness failing be- 
cause reasons beyond their control 
the 

Second, are making progress our 
ability diagnose reading disabilities. 
This due partly the greater amount 
helpful material now available this 
subject, and our concentration, 
group, upon the problem. 

Third, the plan furnishing excellent 
and constructive motivation. Indeed, the 
psychological effects are the most hopeful 
signs far shown. Probably because the 
backward readers feel more secure 
reading with children nearer their own 
ability, they are happier and show more 
interest all their work. They longer 
stand out failures. 


Fourth, the teachers and children have 
been relieved the strain attendant upon 
promotion. realize that there 
compulsion get weak child through, 
but rather think his development 
personality, reduce tension for 
children, for teachers, and for parents, 
once the benefits flexible scheme are 
understood. 

Fifth, first grade, all grades be- 
come more homogeneous with respect 
reading, since the two extremes ability 
have been redistributed. This has made 
possible divide the grades, which num- 
ber thirty children, into two reading 
groups instead three was necessary 
formerly. 

Sixth, believe are making prog- 
ress making meaning the prime objec- 
tive our reading work, since the proof 
good reading its effectiveness 
reading the material all the subjects all 
day long. 

Finally, there fatalistic attitude 
toward any reading problem. Appreciable 
improvement being made all the 
special cases. The child, well the 
teacher, taking responsibility for this 
progress. 

are asked whether this flexible pro- 
gram feasible average school 
additional teachers are required. The 
plan does call, however, for expert teach- 
ing ability, for teachers who are interested 
and skillful diagnosis, who are willing 
carry out the program patiently, and 
who can assume the leadership necessary 
sell the idea children and parents.

difficulties cause thousands school and 
life failures beyond the understanding 
most us. Marion Emmet 
and Donald Durrell,* show that 
from eight fifteen per cent school 
pupils are retarded readers. Marion Mon- 
her book Children Who Cannot 
Read, points out that about twelve per 
cent are distinctly retarded. Durrell 
found the intermediate grades retarded 
readers more often among the normal 
and superior groups intelligence than 
among the dull. fact, found approxi- 
mately eighty per cent the retarded 
readers his group with normal and 
superior intelligence. Mother 
investigation more easily 
found children with pronounced reading 
disabilities the normal and superior 
levels intelligencethan among the dull. 
Percival® states that the first grade 
the grade greatest failure, that more 
than thirty per cent the failures the 
cities are this grade, and that more than 
ninety-nine per cent the failures this 
grade are due reading disabilities.

Analysis the physical, 
intellectual, reading, interest, emotion, 
and maturity factors are made. 

The school physician examines each 
child for contagion. Each teacher recom- 
mends other children for necessary further 
physical examinations. Here use the 
telebinocular for children who seem 
have eye trouble; are asking that eye 
movements and fixations carefully ob- 
served the teacher, and that cases 
which are doubtful immediately recom- 
mended for medical diagnosis and treat- 
ment.

medial reading find the defects 
discover the interests, likes, dislikes, 
and desires the children. For this pur- 
pose have used the Witty Interest 
Inventory. short, try find validly 
the leisure activities, work habits, books 
read, kind reading desired, recreation, 
hopes, fears, favorite subjects, newspapers 
and magazines read, any, and hobbies 
for each child. 

note the results these examina- 
tions and interviews. graph and 
record them such way that they are 
usable and demand that they used 
from day day. get the general 
level maturation from the above results 
and careful and continuous observa- 
tion. From these records begin treat- 
ment. 

cases non-readers and greatly re- 
tarded readers more complete diagnosis 
must consider the following factors: (1) 
the environmental history the child; 
(2) his physical growth maturation 
record; (3) his school and social history; 
(4) his intellectual level; and 
interests, attitudes, aptitudes, and emo- 
tional traits. 

environmental history should give 
evidence the kind home, community, 
parents, and companions which the child 
has. Play, work, study, and occupational 
records are vital. difficult cases one 
cannot know too much. The minutest 
point may the turning point. 

While physical examination not 
the province the classroom teacher, 
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careful observation will indicate defects 
and deficiencies many phases the 
physique. classroom teacher can ad- 
minister the Snellin tests, use the tele- 
binocular, and observe eye movements. 
Careful consideration the following 
physical factors necessary: (1) Under- 
nourishment, lack food, malnutrition; 
(2) Lack rest, poor health, fatigue, 
underweight, nervousness; (3) Defects 
such adenoids, improper breathing, 
general debility; (4) Eye troubles, such 
lack visual acuity, double vision, 
faulty fusion, muscle imbalance, hyper- 
foria and exoforia, lack binocular vi- 
sion, and astigmatism; (5) Poor hearing, 
defects perception, span, and acuity; 
(6) Poor posture; (7) Poor teeth; (8) 
Lack motor co-ordination eyes, 
vocalization, and other movements; and 
(9) Lack kinesthetic imagery. 

The school history the child—pro- 
motions, failures, success, study habits, 
lack persistence, lack attention, lack 
interest, inability get things done, 
and transfers—must all taken into con- 
sideration. 

Intellectual history and present state 
maturity must carefully diagnosed. 
Records intelligence examinations, 
school progress, the improvement de- 
terioration the apparent IQ, and the 
rate growth mental age should, 
possible, known. The psychological 
examinations are usually begun with 
group tests and are continued severe 
cases with individual examinations such 
the Binet Simon and with perform- 
ance test, such the Grace Arthur. One 
can’t expect child with language 
group examination intelligence. Often 
such child will greatly handicapped 
even with the Binet. Only means 
performance can the clinician understand 
better the level intelligence. 

The reading record severe cases 


should carefully studied. Reading suc- 
cesses and failures the various grades 
should noted. The time when deteri- 
oration began important factor, for 
may give clue the kind defect 
look for. 

The performance oral reading must 
observed. Phrasing, expressing the 
thought, voice control, reversals words 
and letters, the omissions, substitutions, 
and insertions words, and repetitions 
should observed. Mispronunciation 
and poor enunciation must taken into 
account. 

silent reading, skills, abilities, and 
defects comprehension, organization, 
retention, and location must course 
tested. Vocabulary difficulties, lack 
phonic ability, lack ability syllabica- 
tion, and vowel errors must noted. 
Confusions reversals letters, syl- 
lables, and words, tendencies mirror- 
writing reading, poor motor control 
writing, inability recall correct forms, 
inability write correct forms, all must 
checked. 

Diagnosis may aided considerably 
the use the reading tests mentioned 
and other tests such the Ayres 
Spelling, the Stanford Achievement, 
writing test, supplementary tests hand- 
edness, eyedness, and forth. 

Pedagogical factors, such poor light, 
inadequate heat, poor ventilation, glazed 
paper, length line, size type, types 
teaching, overemphasis drill, lack 
interest, and the interference compet- 
ing agencies must understood. 

Emotional and personality factors such 
dislike for reading, fear, timidity, self 
consciousness, tenseness, instability must 
taken into account. 

far few suggestions for diagnosis 
have been made, and some correlates 
disabilities reading have been sug- 
gested. But the causes disabilities

fects may cured remedied. they 
cannot found, remediation more 
less work the dark. 

The factors which 
reading are many and varied. Among 
them are slow growth, arrested develop- 
ment, delayed maturation, shock, and ac- 
cident. Such manifestations are inefficient 
eye movement, reversals, narrow eye 
span, and legasthenia (inability derive 
thought meaning from context) are 
correlates rather than causes defects. 
Many these disappear with maturation, 
physical and mental growth, and ordinary 
training. Reversals which appear quite 
often the first grade usually disappear 
the second, third, fourth. 

Some the so-called causes poor 
reading are: aniseikonia differences 
shape and size the ocular images, which 
may corrected glasses; acquired 
word blindness, which according 
Tinker’ caused disease injury; and 
congenital word blindness which accord- 
invoked describe mystically ex- 
plain extreme cases reading disability 
whose etiology 

Poor visual acuity, astigmatism, eye- 
muscle imbalance, hyperforia and exo- 
phoria, lack auditory perception and 
acuity have been given causes poor 
reading, but further research upon these 
aspects necessary. least some these 
qualities have been found researchers 
often among good among poor 
readers.

Low intelligence has often been given 
cause poor reading ability but 
justified generally. 

Educational problems, fear, lack 
ability adjust, nervousness, and inex- 
perience have been rightly considered 
bearing upon defects reading. 

lists the following factors which 
affect reading, maturation, vision, hear- 
ing, kinesthesia, language, sex differences, 
emotional, pedagogical, psychological, 
and external, important. says “no 
one reading disability correlate can 
expected account for all types and 
degrees difficulty.” 

Gates, after calling attention the 
many causes reading deficiency indi- 
vidual cases such low mentality, scho- 
lastic immaturity, and defective vision 
suggests one significant cause: 
reading comprises highly complex abili- 
ties that are not easily detected and ob- 
point view is: (1) 
that most difficulties are due failures 
acquire technics that might have been 
acquired had right guidance been given 
the right time; (2) that misleading 
motivation serious handicap; (3) that 
various weaknesses and defects the 
bodily organs and mechanisms involved 
reading may prove handicaps, 
often serious ones; and (4) that certain 
individual physical mental character- 
istics such left-handedness volatile 
personality may predispose pupil de- 
velop difficulty.

seldom that extensive analysis 
required for the ordinary remedial case. 
The classroom teacher generally can make 
the requisite diagnosis from the perform- 
ance the child intelligence and 
reading tests and her knowledge his 
interests, habits, attitudes, and defects. 
Non-readers and greatly retarded readers 
need course more complete diagnosis. 
The child should made aware his 
difficulties. 

Many children the schools 
tally too immature begin reading and 
others are unable read the level upon 
which place them. Many start poorly. 
Failure causes failure success breeds 
success. The items experience and 
physical maturation must carefully 
considered for each child. Children should 
tested from time time that the 
best remedial procedures can applied 
when they are needed. 

Analysis and diagnosis should con- 
tinuous. matter how excellent and 
comprehensive the preliminary diagnosis 
may be, but tentative concept which 
changes new data are obtained, new 
defects uncovered, new interests revealed, 
and new impulses made apparent. Diag- 
nosis not static thing, dynamic; 
and unfolding procedure. Diagnostic pro- 
cedures should scientific, but they must 
human, personal, sensible; they must 
ever tentative, for interests and de- 
fects are sense changing from day 
day. 

Treatment the reading clinic 
course long story, but for this paper 
there are few principles guidance 
which may interest the reader.

HERE ARE several major factors 

which must considered when 

planning program reading in- 
struction for Spanish-speaking children. 
The first problem grows out the 
meagerness their experience; second 
pertains the home language; and 
third results from slow progress read- 
ing 


The Language Program 


Meagerness experience means not 
only the physical environment, but the 
paucity ideas, concepts, and interests 
arising from low economic standards and 
different living conditions. For example, 
the people tend congregate small 
villages from which the women and chil- 
dren, particular, rarely venture. This 
tendency intensified the clannishness 
family groups which further limits the 
general exchange ideas. Other condi- 
tioning factors are inferior health stand- 
ards, lack contact with reading ma- 
terial either Spanish English, and 
differing social attitudes. 

The second problem that teaching 
children whose home language not 
English—in this case Spanish. follows 
that the instruction must organized 
give the child extensive English back- 
ground preparatory reading. The first

duty the school, then, becomes that 
teaching adequate English speaking 
vocabulary.

usage. 

Experience seems indicate that for 
large per cent the children neces- 
sary devote entire work 
English language instruction before the 
formal reading program initiated. But 
the matter should not measured 
length time, but rather the facility 
which each child demonstrates his use 
the new language. 

Slow progress achievement an- 
other major factor planning the read- 
ing program for Spanish-speaking chil- 
dren. This, course, operates during the 
first year, but more conspicuous toward 
the end that period and throughout 
the intermediate grades. 


The Formal Reading Program 


During the first few weeks the 
second year, the teacher should review the 
vocabulary already taught, and check the 
other factors reading readiness which 
condition success learning read.

Consequently, the teacher must 
possess wide variety devices make 
this repetition interesting. addition 
the commonly accepted seatwork lessons 
and word study techniques, she finds 
necessary compose many simple stories 
which are presented the form charts, 
hectographed lessons, and library book- 
lets. 

The explanation this greater need 
for drill and repetition may due, 
part, the lack stimulation which 
normally enjoyed English-speaking 
child who sees books and magazines read 
the home. The homes most the 
Spanish-speaking children are without 
reading materials, either Spanish 
English; they cannot realize the pleas- 
ure which derived from reading. This 
condition tends lessen their desire 
read. This challenge which must 
accepted the school, and the engender- 
ing permanent purposes and interests 
made major objective the reading 
program. 

All students reading are familiar 
with the necessity broad reading pro- 
gram, but this doubly imperative for 
children with foreign background. The 
concepts they form English-speaking 
peoples are acquired through reading 
about their family life, activities their 
children, and the duties the community 
helpers. Studies involving communication, 
transportation, commerce, governmental 
activities take pupils out their local 
efivironment and give them insight into 
the larger world. Biography, science, 
history, and literature continue add 
their fund ideas that ultimately the 
non-English speaking child has much 
the same stock concepts the English- 
speaking child. This reading program 
will greatly facilitated allowing 
parents well children utilize the 
school library.

School. survey these materials clearly 
shows the inadequacies our under- 
standings well the complexity 
the problems presented those who are 
plagued with reading deficiencies. Fur- 
thermore, the many controlled and uncon- 
trolled variables along with the number 
areas investigated creates mosaic 
findings that difficult interpret. 
The statements made herein are based 
the reconstructions and summaries 
made William Gray for the 
mentary School Journal and recently for 
the Journal Educational Research, 
Miles Tinker for number periodicals, 
Witty and Kopel for the Journal 
Educational Psychology, Joseph Jastak 
for the Psychological Bulletin, Arthur 
Gates his book The Improvement 
Reading, Orton his recent book 
Reading, Writing, and Speech Problems 
Children, Marion Monroe her 
book Children Who Cannot Read and 
Emmett Betts for the National Con- 
ference Research Elementary School 
English, The Journal Exceptional Chil- 
dren, and his book, The Prevention and 
Correction Reading Difficulties. 


Limitations Studies 


Several limitations the many re- 
searches have been enumerated either 
the investigator the reviewer. The fol- 
lowing are some the limitations which 
appear worthy consideration: 


Definition retardation reading. 
some instances, retardation has been 
established solely the basis 
achievement test reading, while other 
investigators have attempted arrive 
the amount retardation terms 
the mental capacity each individual 
studied. There are further confusions 
the literature because cases different 
developmental levels have been studied. 

Variation concepts underlying 
terminology. appears true that 
specialists each area vary their con- 
cepts the terminology used investi- 
gators other fields. result, com- 
mon understandings are lacking and 
misinterpretations are frequent. The val- 
ues which will accrue from attempts 
integrate research findings from each 
field pertinent the problem are still 
realized. 

The increasing number areas 
under investigation. Among the many 
problems which beset one who would 
student remedial reading are the ex- 
tensiveness and 
ships the items question. There 
adequate evidence of: (a) need for 
thorough understanding the pedagogy 
reading which involves study 
reading readiness all grade levels, ap- 
proaches beginning reading, materials 
reading, directed developmental 
reading supplementary 
follow-up activities, ways and means 
developing meaningful and serviceable 
reading vocabulary, the survey inter- 
related reading and kindred 
items. (b) Need for understanding 
the psychology reading which in- 
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volves study the inter-relationships 
language functions; the emotional 
well-being the learner, which 
flected attitudes, drives, and social 
behavior, and factors contributing 
fundamental principles regarding learn- 
ing. (c) Need for some understanding 
the physiology reading which includes 
study sensory and peripheral aspects 
vision and audition and survey 
other factors which contribute the 
physical well-being the individual. 
(d) Need for understanding certain 
external conditions learning which in- 
volve study position classroom, 
lighting, heating, ventilation, and related 
factors. 

Background preparation in- 
vestigators. Since the formation read- 
ing and study habits developmental 
problem the larger sense, educators 
and psychologists have been quite ap- 
propriately intrigued the reports 
specialists neurology, anatomy, and 
physiology. And the other hand, these 
specialists have been evidencing increas- 
ing interest the investigations edu- 
cators and psychologists. 
there some evidence re- 
search specialized areas workers 
who have questionable preparation for 
their undertakings. For example, one 
must only review the questionable validity 
pedagogical remarks made respected 
neurologists, optometrists, ophthalmolo- 
gists, and psychologists, and the erratic 
statements educators and psychologists 
regarding such items vision, hearing, 
and glandular anomolies. The writer has 
studied the reports educators who have 
learned administer poorly certain tests 
vision doing what they called re- 
search. view this, would appear 
only reasonable expect each investi- 
gator state his preparation for given 
research project which reports and 
surely interprets, because the reading 
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few magazine articles does not make 
specialist. 

Inadequacy research techniques. 
Education increases individual differences, 
clinic cases continue behave like in- 
dividuals, varying capacities for com- 
pensation are being discovered and re- 
discovered, and the research worker 
harassed the growing list causes, 
symptoms, and correlates reading dis- 
abilities which add the variables that 
must evaluated. For example, consider 
the wide variability the responses 
individuals regarding change handed- 
ness, age beginning reading, amount 
instruction required develop ability 
for accurate and rapid word perception, 
and the amount refractive error that 
can tolerated. delve into these prob- 
lems requires extension and refine- 
ment present research techniques 
well co-operative program re- 
search. There is, the judgment the 
writer, need for the pooling detailed 
case studies order more surely dif- 
ferentiate symptoms and causes and 
study retardation reading defective 
individual development rather than 
standardization isolated mental func- 
tions. 


Recent Findings 


Some the recent findings which 
throw light the problems remedial 
cases may summarized follows: 

Most reading difficulties can pre- 
vented. During two year period one 
our large public school systems scaled 
down first grade failures from 22.1 per 
cent 11.2 per cent, and the literature 
overflowing with data substantiating 
claims that deficiencies reading can 
removed satisfactorily systematic ap- 
proaches the problems. 

the school population the intermediate 
grades retarded reading. Some one 
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fittingly remarked, reading 
poorly taught, but, and large, inter- 
mediate grade reading has been de- 
faulted.” 

Eight forty per cent first grade 
pupils fail promoted. Data appear 
vary according entrance, promotion 
and classification policies, types read- 
ing program, character population, 
preparation teachers and similar fac- 
tors. The Minneapolis school teachers 
have boldly faced the facts and have 
initiated program pertinent these 
issues which worthy study. 

Approximately per cent the re- 
tarded readers have normal superior 
intelligence. other words, one 
intelligence level claims all retarded 
readers. Sixty per cent the 1936 sum- 
mer session cases the Oswego Normal 
School reading clinic had above 
90. 
the retarded readers are boys. addition 
various findings that boys not 
achieve much girls, there are some 
data reported the literature sub- 
stantiate the contention that general 
girls are promoted lower levels 
achievement than boys are. When certain 
developmental data are studied and when 
the content certain beginning reading 
materials viewed the light these 
data, not difficult theorize, least, 
this aspect the problem. 

Although training alone cannot pro- 
duce capacities which normally come with 
added maturity, certain types kinder- 
garten opportunities enhance 
later school progress. Reading readiness 
not level sheer physical growth but 
composite physical, mental, and 
emotional development. After all that has 
been written this subject, the teacher’s 
responsibility still looms large for the di- 
recting preparatory experiences that 
reading readiness developed. 


Certain reading readiness tests are 
more reliable instruments for the predic- 
tion reading achievement than are in- 
telligence tests ratings kindergarten 
teachers. order interpret such 
statement, however, necessary have 
quantitative and qualitative description 
the type beginning reading program 
for which readiness predicted. 

Basal age may more reliable 
criterion for the prediction reading 
achievement than mental age. Several in- 
vestigators have reported that mental 
age six six and one-half years 
essential for success with certain types 
first grade reading programs, but these 
data are interpreted statistically, for 
the figures quoted were measures 
central tendency and becomes necessary 
view individual variations above and 
below the figures stated through study 
the dispersion. 

general, children located the 
front the classroom excel those located 
the rear the classroom. 

Retardation reading blocks general 
educational progress. The desirable en- 
richment the elementary school pro- 
gram has placed still higher premium 
reading ability, while investigations 
have shown that about per cent 
all study activities the high school 
level require reading. 

Reversals account for only per cent 
the reading difficulties retarded 
pupils and these errors decrease with 
increase maturity. Heretofore, investi- 
gators have overemphasized the tendency 
retarded readers reverse and con- 
fuse word forms factor specific 
reading disability. 

All pupils both the elementary and 
high school levels can profit from system- 
atic instruction reading. And, has 
been demonstrated that certain types 
systematic instruction produce greater 
gains academic achievement that cer- 
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tain types so-called opportunistic in- 
struction. 

“Good” readers excel readers 
visual perception, purposefulness, and 
rhythm eye movements. one cor- 
relate symptom can used account 
for all reading difficulties, because each 
case appears offer constellation 
individual difficulties and many types 
compensation. 

School failures vary according cer- 
tain administrative policies promotion. 
Double standards promotion operate 
when children are admitted first grade 
on. the basis chronological age and 
promoted second grade the basis 
reading achievement. behooves 
who cry for standardization least 
base their thinking less fallible prin- 
ciples and assumptions. 

School failures have been reduced sub- 
stantially when each group children 
each classroom has been provided with 
systematic instruction differentiated 
terms rates maturation. Among 
many other significant items, 
regimentation which requires class 
struggle through pre-primers, primers, 
and first readers the same time un- 
doubtedly responsible for the retardation 
significant number clinic cases. 
system instruction which uses the 
average pace the rate growth for 
the fast and for the slow fairly certain 
result retardation terms indi- 
vidual capacities achieve. 

Training logical organizations (such 
outlining and summarizing) and 
reading for details improves depth 
comprehension but retards the rate 
reading, while practice skimming and 
reading for general impression increases 
the rate but decreases the depth com- 
prehension. From this, clear that 
balanced program reading needed. 

For developmental directed reading 
activities the following statements appear 
pertinent: (1) Reading comprehen- 


sion can improved establishing pur- 
poses before the reading. (2) Vocabulary 
development exercises are 
tive when following the silent reading 
which difficulties with word percep- 
tion and word meanings are identified. 
(3) purposeful re-reading more 
fruitful than making marginal notes and 
underscoring important passages during 
the first reading. 

Rate reading closely related the 
speed association ideas. 

Although not used rapid readers, lip 
movements not influence power 
comprehension and they decrease from 
grade grade. 

Within the mental capacity the 
learner, reading deficiencies can re- 
moved well motivated first-teaching 
procedures. The development 
cedures peculiar remedial reading is, 
for the most part, yet realized. 
has been demonstrated that substantial 
proportion retarded readers can 
adequately helped the use differenti- 
ated classroom activities. 

Change learner attitude appears 
one the first steps remedial read- 
ing because most investigations 
tardation have brought light deep- 
seated emotional complexes 
quate concepts the reading process. 
Reading fear and tenseness, attitude 
withdrawal rebellion, timidity, 
rationalized dislike for school activi- 
ties requiring reading, self-consciousness, 
compensation unusual achievement 
other school activities, and other emo- 
tional aberrations have been reduced 
simultaneously when the child has learned 
read for meaning. The attitudes 
parents, child, and teacher usually must 
wholesome emotional situation which 
gaps are bridged and learning re- 
directed that practice errors 
avoided. Although inadequate emotional 
responses are quite generally believed 
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symptoms rather than causes re- 
tardation reading, there the implica- 
tion that such factors should weighed 
the diagnosis and the correction the 
difficulty.

(6) Since pedagogical difficulties 
cases with reading deficiencies are em- 
phasized respected investigators, ap-

(8) The pictorial tests and personal 
interviews revealed numerous vocabulary 
difficulties and erroneous concepts which 
were most frequent among pupils the 
lower percentiles.

Conclusion 


Results from this investigation indicate 


that, keeping other elements constant, the 
simplification vocabulary does not ma- 
terially facilitate pupils’ understanding 
material read. Only limited number 
instances did the substitution known 
words for unknown words aid pupils’ 
comprehension. the other hand, there 
were times when other structural elements 
were made more difficult. 

The importance vocabulary pro- 
ducing readable style should not 
minimized the results this study. 
Investigators are well agreed that vocabu- 
lary important, not the most im- 
portant, index difficulty. But the 
consequent tendency simplify the 
vocabulary using master word list 
based upon mechanical word counts 
word list extremely narrow limits 
insufficient itself make material 
more readable.

WELL student teachers 
read? How well they speak 

and write the English lan- 
guage? How well should they perform 
these fields they are teachers? 
Speaking more specifically, how well 
should they read, speak, and write 
English they are teach the ele- 
mentary schools our country? 

These and other vexatious questions 
about the status and improvement col- 
lege freshmen reading and English are 
troubling educators concerned with prob- 
lems teacher preparation today. Mem- 
bers faculties teacher-training insti- 
tutions are cognizant the fact that 
many the freshmen coming them 
for instruction and guidance will need 
learn read more intelligently and 
‘speak and write more intelligibly than 
they upon entrance college, they 
are considered somewhat capable 
teaching the elementary schools upon 
graduation. 

Evidence could produced show 
that many pupils the elementary grades 
have ability read, speak, and write 
English beyond that the average col- 
lege freshman entering certain teacher- 
training institutions. The lack pre- 
paredness upon the part these college 
freshmen obligates the schools their 
choice offer them special work col- 
lege reading and English, they are 
sent out well-prepared teachers— 
teachers who can guide capable children, 
even the elementary school. 


The problem making for this 
unpreparedness reading and English 
the part many college entrants 
difficult one solve all teacher-training 
institutions, but especially the 
schools which still offer one- 
year courses. matter how difficult, the 
problem crucial and must solved. 
devolves upon all teacher-training insti- 
tutions offer concentrated remedial 
work and drill students below the 
norms for college freshmen—and, fur- 
thermore, offer that training early 
the freshman year. this supplementary 
training given early enough, some time 
will remain, even the freshman year, 
for application and utilization the 
skills and techniques stressed. There 
time for what may termed 
reading, and the use the English 
language speaking and writing.” 

many teacher-training institutions, 
efforts are being made measure the 
status freshmen reading and English 
upon entrance college, effort 
see that the freshmen poorly prepared 
the given subjects may given special 
training. After the additional work 
reading and English has been completed, 
the freshmen the remedial groups are 
tested again. Records status taken 
the beginning the year are compared 
with records taken the end the year 
order determine what specific gains 
may have been made. The usual steps— 
pre-testing, teaching, and final testing— 
are followed most schools offering 
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program supplementary work. 

The records status and improvement 
for given group freshmen from one 
teacher-training institution follow. They 
may yield direct indications the need 
for such program testing and teach- 
ing, and the possible effectiveness 
such program. implications and in- 
ference (after study has been made 
the returns) will probably occur the 
reader question whether there are not 
many teacher-training programs col- 
leges today which could improved 
including them supplementary training 
similar that offered the school cited. 

the beginning the school year 
(1934-1935), program entrance tests 
was administered all freshmen entering 
the teacher-training curricula offered 
Eastern State Normal School, Madison, 
South Dakota. The tests given included 
the Otis Self-Administering Tests 
Mental Ability, Form the Com- 
prehension Tests, Series D1; 
Iowa Placement Examinations English- 
Training Form 

The various tests were given the in- 
structors psychology, English, and 
reading, respectively. The remedial work 
English was placed under the direction 
the head the department English; 
that reading was placed under the di- 
rection the college instructor tech- 
niques reading. 

The students ranking lowest English 
were given extra help remedial sec- 
tion; the others received some individual 
guidance the regular classes com- 
position. 

effort help students who were 
below the norm reading, several eve- 
ning clases were offered for the benefit 
those who could attend. Although these 
classes reading were not compulsory, 
all but five the students falling below 
the norm (the norm for college

Measures central tendency are not 
the key measures studied those 
interested improving group stu- 
dents ability read and ability 
use good English. The scores for the in- 
dividuals falling below the accepted norm 
were those scrutinized. After dis- 
covering which the students needed 
help, the problem was discover the 
types help needed.

Normal School were normal above 
intelligence save one.

The program used Eastern State 
Normal School was largely remedial 
nature. was needed then, still 
needed, and will needed for the large 
majority freshmen until standards 
training the state may raised 
minimum four years college train- 
ing for all teachers. Less remedial and 
supplementary teaching tool subjects 
will needed the teacher-training in- 
stitution when may send out teachers 
only those students who have successfully 
completed four-year course college 
training. 

What can done bring about bet- 
ter general condition status ability 
reading and English? The first answer 
that question would probably be, re- 
quire that students certified teach have 
four-year college course teacher train- 
ing minimum.

have had standard reading tests and scales 
for twenty years. have had diagnostic tests 
reading ability for ten years. Since the introduction 
these tests into the schools their use has revealed 
wide variation reading ability every grade 
from the first through the twelfth, and even the 
early years college. 

The increased enrollment the senior high 
school recent years has, these tests show, 
crowded into the upper grades large number 
bright non-clerical-minded children who are poor 
readers, along with considerable number slow 
children who are poor readers for other reason 
than that they are generally slow. This increase 
enrollment has intensified the problem, long present, 
teaching pupils the secondary schools read. 
However, spite all the tests, and much testing, 
teachers have been left largely their own in- 
genuity devise remedial measures and find 
suitable materials for developing the skills found 
deficient. The need—in many cases, desperate 
need—for remedial material for use junior and 
senior high schools now adequately met for the 
first time, and within the covers one book, Read- 
ing for Skill. 

The abilities chosen the authors Reading 
for Skill for analysis and development are the abili- 
ties common sense would indicate are important. 
addition, these abilities include all abilities meas- 
ured the best diagnostic reading tests. 

Reading for Skill contains diagnostic pre-test 
divided into nine parts, each measuring one the 
major abilities deemed important enough for in- 
clusion, together with final test similar structure 
and content. For each ability tested, there care- 
fully graded set practice exercises, followed 
check tests reveal when the skill gained the 
use the practice exercises adequate. 

Generally speaking, the abilities are arranged 
order importance, the more important first, and, 
far consistent with the first principle, 
ascending order difficulty. For example, skill

The Happy Hour series include the pre-primer 
Spot; Jo-boy, the primer; Good Friends for the first 
grade; Wheels and Wings for the second grade, and 
Wide Windows for grade three, with edi- 
tions and work books cover each.

Guidance Reading Series. Grace Storm. 
Lyons and Carnahan, 1935. 


Primary teachers will welcome the Guidance 
Reading series prepared Miss Grace Storm, 
Assistant Professor Education the University 
Chicago. The series consists the following 
books: (1) introductory primer, Nip and Tuck; (2) 
primer, Bob and Judy; (3) first reader, Good Times 
Together; (4) second reader, Friends About Us; 
(5) third reader, Neighbors and Helpers. 

The content the readers unusually fresh, 
interesting, and varied. arranged psycho- 
logical order. The early stories, based the de- 
lightful common experiences children the home 
and the immediate community, appeal strongly 
children’s play interests. Gradually stories dealing 
with the more remote communities are introduced. 
Through the variety content the back- 
ground enriched, his environment enlarged, and 
his training for the type reading must 
school subjects subsequent grades begun.

Numerous attractive, colorful illustrations serve 
interpret the text and simplify reading difficulty. 

Abundant teaching helps are available. They in- 
clude chart paralleling the first twenty pages 
reading content the primer; sentence cards for the 
first eighteen pages the chart; and phrase and 
word cards for all except the last story each unit 
for both the primer and first reader. 

Well organized and carefully graded practice 
books provide educative seat work. Every word that 
appears the text also appears the practice books. 
The majority the exercises are objective and are 
arranged that the responses may easily checked. 

Teachers will appreciate the helpful manual with 
its lesson plans for each story, and its definite sug- 
gestions for differentiation techniques for pupils 
various levels ability; for testing; and for 
remedial reading.
